TJoaro with deep regret that the War Department is 
disitclined to exempt the Riobmiond Ambulance Com- 
ittee fr: servicy in the Geld, I speak from pereousl 
experiouce and observation, wheo I say that I kuow of 
no equil body of citizens in the Confederacy whore 
patriotism bas beea manifested In a more usoful or ef- 
ficient manner taan that of the noble body of wen to 
whom I allude, Itis witbia my memory and personal 
kaowledge that, by their bumano efforts at Guince’s 
Station, shortly altor the battle of Chaneolloraville, the 
lives of many wounded men wore saved, who, iv all 
probability, would other mias have periahed from neglect. 
Soveral thousautl of our wounded wero crowded there 
at th time, having been brought a distance of twenty- 
five miles from the bittle-ficld, A acvere rain ocouired 
‘aud many of the most wevorely wounded wero loft out 
without proteotion against (he inclemenoy of tho 
Woathor, Tho railroad conneotion with Richmond had 
been interrupted by Stonoman’s raid, and the wounded 
wore kep! thore for two or threo days, with no ono to 
attond to their wants aud not Surgoons onough to dress 
their wounds, 1¢ was iu tho midst of this stato of 
things that tho Richmond Ambulance Commiitee 
arrived. There ly nota wounded man who camo to 
R’otmood on that ocoasion who dose uot remember 
with lively gratitude the efoleat part they acted in 
taking charge of the trains, placing the wounded on the 
oara aad bestowing ou thom the kiudarss which jx so 
highly appreciated ou suc’ ovoasions, Iwas amougat 
tho wounded then and epeak of what I know,

the brave disoburgs of duty, and the euiycct wbould bo 
maturely considered bofore euoh an orgaulzation as the 
Ambulance Committeo I brokou up.
